During  the  interview  D'Annunsfo  wore  the  uniform  of  a  hcnten- 
ant-coloneU  with  five  rows  of  ribbons,  tndudins  those  of  sixteen 
medals  for  valor.  The  staff  of  the  poet  consists  mainty  of  ^founc 
men.  There  are  no  officers  in  ^Fiume  above  the  rank  of  liealilnant- 
cokmeL  Out  of  nineteen  officers  of  fhe  staff  of  fyAianmaa.  seven 
wore  tiie  Italian  fold  medal  for  valor,  of  which  only  twenCy-fivo 
were  bestowed  during  the  war. 

Demonstratiotts  occur  virtually  every  eveninf  in  Fiume.  Some- 
times it  is  die  Alpine  mountaineers,  sometimes  the  Arditi  and  Bcr- 
saclieri  ^who  get  up  a  parade  and  march  through  town  singing  and 
cheering  the  D*Annunxio 'colors.  The  D'Aimunsio  troops  are  ^uar- 
teiod  in  the  schools  of  the  dty.

The  moral   eupport  of  the 
people    at    hom^e,    your    prayers    to    the 
God  of  War  that   we  might  j>raive  vle- 
toriouB,  all  helped  us   to  carry  on.  that 
wonderful  spirit  which  brought  us  com- 
plete  success,  and  now   we   must  unite 
to  carry  on   the  ideals   for  which     tha 
Caoadian  army  won  so  decisive  a  vU« 
tory." 

In  coneluslon.  he  said: 
"I  am  not  a  believer  In  large  stand* 
Inc  armloa.  Those  who  went  through 
tbe  lata  war  aevor  want  to  see  any 
further  wars.  But  I  think  we  will 
balld  up  a  military  system  which  will 
ha  of  aervlca  to  fhe  cojintry  and,  ir 
another  war  should  como,  will  be  th* 
meana  of  Canada  supplying  the  noeea- 
sary  foroea  to  take  her  proper  sliaro 
Ih-ii.'* 

OloalBg  Baya  of  Wair 
beneral  Sir  Arthur  Currle  received 
hearty  cheering  before  and  after  his  ad- 
dress  before  the  Canadian  Club.  His 
splech  dealt  chiefly  with  the  closing 
raontba  of  the  war.  Questions  that 
have  become  the  subject  of  public  con- 
troversy, such  as  the  absence  of  tanks 
in  the  war's  final  operations  and  the 
charge  that  the  Canadians  bad  made  an 
attack  oa  Mons  on  the  morning  of  Ar- 
mistice Day.  were  <\ealt  with  by  the 
Hpeaker.  The  abnence  of  tanks  in  the 
olosiag  battles  wan  due  to  the  fdot  that 
there  were  no  tanks.  They  had  become 
casualties.  As  to  Mona.  the  Caaadlaa 
troops  had  entered  it  at  3  o'atocic  la 
the  morning  on  November  11,  two  hours 
'  before  the  armlstlee  was  signed. 

The  General  eommcnoed  by  paying 
tribute  to  his  Western  colleagues.  Brlg.- 
General  Dyer,  of  Saskatchewan;  the  late 
General  LIpsfctt.  of  the  3rd  Canadian 
Division,  and  Brig.-Oeneral  Ormond. 
The  Canadian  corps  hud  donn  lt«  work 
thoroughly.  That  I5.  it  had  held  that 
portion  of  the  line  It  was  ordered  to 
hold,  fought  the  battles  It  was  ordered 
to  flght.  and  fought  each  until  victory 
came. 

At  the  time  the  big  German  attack 
developed  In  1918.  the  Canadlana  were 
holding  35,000  yards  of  trench — one- 
flfth  of  the  total  lino  held  by  the  Brlt- 
iBh  army  In  France.  That  showod  thty 
were  playing  a  part  comrhenmirate  with 
their  strength.  Grave  dayn  followud 
the  terrinc  pressure  of  the  German  at- 
tach. General  Fyng  told  the  speaker  on 
MaiTh  27  that  he  had  put  Ms  last  men 
into  the  line.  In  these  critical  days 
the  Canadian  Cavalrv  KrTijUide  and  the 
1st  Canadian  Motor  Machine  Corps,  who 
Were  thrown  into  a  broken  hector,  had 
ahown  courage  and  prewens  eqtial  to 
ahythtng  manifested  by  Canadian  troops 
during  the  war.  So  mtich  did  the 
Krench  think  of  the  Canadians  that 
French  rivlllana,  about  to  Ieavf>  their 
homes  near  Neuvillc-Vitasse  when  the 
German  pressure  wan  at  Its  most 
threatening  sUge.  changed  thoir  minds 
when  they  saw  the  2nd  Division  Can- 
adian troopn  going  Into  the  fighting 
lines.  Canadians  always  trained  for  of- 
fensive tactics.  Overrunning  an  area 
defended  by  machine  gtina  was  speolal- 
Jy  emphaatted  In  the  training.  The  bat- 
tle of  Amiens.  Canadian  soldiers  said, 
waa  ju«t  like  the  old  training  area  daya 
over  again. 

MMhtal  Oroat  tletozt 
Geniaril  6urrie  went  on  to  say  that 
he  coaaidered  the  winning  of  the  bat- 
tle of  Cahibrkt  the  greatest  feat  of  the 
Canadian  COrps.  The  total  Canadian 
eaanaltlea  dttiifg  the  flnal  thf«e  months 
of  the  war  #are  48.000.  When  one  eon- 
sldofed  thht  the  Canadians  were  respon- 
sible for  the  defOat  of  one-quarter  of 
the  Gorman  ai'my.  and  when  it  waa  ng- 
ntt*  what  It  coat  to  boat  the  othor 
thr0e-4uaT-tors,  It  Would  eaafly  be  aaan 
tnat  tKo  Caaallaa  easualtiso  were  not 
'diapi«0ortlOBatoir  high. 

It  IM*  boon  said  that  tha  Caaadlana 
had  boaa  aent  into  Iwttle  at  Mans  on

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Situation  Is  Much  Improved  by 
Recent  Heavy  Downpour — 
Forester  Vandusen  Reports 
Danger  Well  Over. 


VANCOUVBtt,  B.C.,  Sept.  30.— A 
steady  downpour  of  rain  whioh  has  been 
falling  since  shortly  after  midnight, 
has  checked  all  biish  Ares  on  the  L<ower 
Mainland  and  eliminated  the  danger  of 
further  damage  to  timber  and  logging 
camps.  A  great  matay  outbreaks  In  the 
Coast  districts  had  assumed  serious 
proportions  and  considerable  damage 
had  boon  done  to  property,  but  with 
the  advent  of  rain  no  further  damage 
is  anticipated. 

Reports  received  last  night  Indicated 
that  the  forest  flres  that  have  boon 
raging  throughout  the  Ltower  Mainland 
slnoo  Thursday,  were  practically  under 
oontrol. 

Mr.  W.  G.  Vandusen.  district  forester, 
staked  that  no  furtlior  serloaa  trottllle 
f#om  thia  aoareo  lA  the  Froaef  YallOy 
was  antlciitated.  The  fire  at  Powell 
Rlvef  was  under  control,  according  to 
a  rOport  received  by  him  from  his 
ran(|:er  there.  No  report  had  been  re- 
ceived from  the  Cheakamus  Valley,  but 
Pacific  Great  Bastem  railway  officials 
stated  that  they  believed  that  Are  also 
to  be  undor  control. 

Mr.  VandUsen  alno  stated  that  the 
flres  on  the  north  shore  at  CapUano  and 
Rice    Lake,    were   well    In   hand. 

The  Are  at  Bowen  Island,  which  yes- 
terday threatened  flfteen  Hummer  cot- 
tageH,  died  down  during  the  evening.

"(a)   That    packers    arc    at    present 
selling  products  at  prices  which  would 
permit  of  a  roduotlon   of  2   cebtg  to 
15  centa  per  pound  without  Umh,  or, 
"(b)   That    the    Board,    without    re- 
gard to  the  actual  cost  of  the  prod- 
ucts,   arbltraf-lly   Imposes   thfe   reduc- 
tion. 

"Meats  now  being  sold  are  tho 
product  of  hogs  bought  in  tho  past 
tvfo  mont))B.  during  which  live  hog 
prices  advanced  throughout  tho  Woirld 
to  the  highest  level  in  histbfy.  At 
present  prices  these  meats  kfo  show- 
ing heavy  losses.  la  regird  to  this 
loss,  packers  desire  no  syihpathy.  It 
la  a  phase  of  the  business  which 
they  moot  In  every  year's  operations, 
"the  actual  facts  are.  thkt  In  Its 
rttost  prosper'ous  year,  the  profits  of 
the  packing  Industry  in  Canada  wore 
less  than  one-half  cent  per  pound  of 
product  sold. 

"The  order  assumes  to  fix  selling 
prices  of  Tyoducts  on  the  baitts  of 
market  prices  In  March,  regardless 
of.  aud  Ignorant  as  to  whether  these 
prices  will  return  cost  or  not. 

"The-  action  of  th^  Board  bap  t^en 
taken  after  a  superficial  Inquiry, 
without  conference  with  the  trade, 
and  without  any  opportunity  being 
afforded  of  presenting  the  packers' 
case. 

"Not  only  dooa  the  order  assume 
<o  fix  present  prices  on  an  uhtair 
scale,  but  It  enacts  a  basis  of  coH- 
tintied  fixing  of  prices,  and  would 
necessitate  the  operation  of  all  plants 
at  a  continual  loss. 

"If  left  to  take  a  normal  course, 
prleos  of  products  will  decline  in 
keeping  with  the  lower  tendency  of 
live  hogs,  but  without  the  demoml- 
Ization  of  the  trade  and  of  the  live 
hog  Industry,  ft>  the  detriment  of 
the  entire  country,  which  muat  In- 
evitably reault  from  the  enforcement 
of    auch    lll-advlaed    regulation." 


BUlGAMA  OUECTS 

TO  LOSS  Ot  TOWN 

rARl.S.  Sept.  29. — The  annexation 
by  Serbia  of  the  puroly  Bulgarian 
town  of  TMirlbrod  (Carlbrod)  for 
strategic  reasons  Is  a  proAislon  of  the 
peace  terms  which  is  provokUig 
strongest  opposition  in  Bulgaria,  ac- 
cprding  to  a  dispatch  received  by 
French  circles  frinh  l^ofla. 

The  Bulgarian  pt^blic  generally  took 
tho  terms  calmly,  and  even  found  the 
economic  clauses  acceptable,  but  is 
particularly  sensitive  over  the  po- 
litical clauses,  especially  that  depriv- 
ing  the   country   of   Tsaribrod.

TO  COME  UP  AGAIN 

MONTR KAL.  Sept..  30.— Taking  aa 
a  baala  for  new  wage  Increaae  nego- 
Uatlona  the  settlement  readied  be- 
tween the  United  States  railroad  ad- 
mlntatratlon  and  Ita  shopmen,  the  ex- 
ecutive of  the  '  Canadian  I^ilway 
Hhopmen'a  Union  will  again  meet  the 
Canadian  Railway  War  Board  here 
next  week.  The  United  States  rail- 
road administration  granted  Its  shop- 
men aln  Increase  of  4  centa  an  hour. 
.The  Canadian  shopmen  asked   for   17 


VAXCOUVBR.  Sept.  SO.  —  Tha 
morning  sitting  of  the  Conaervatlve 
convention  was  devoted  almost  wholly 
to  tl^e  dIscuasVon  of  resolutions.  The 
only  one  of  these  about  which  there 
was  much  debate  was  moved  by  Mr. 
L.  J.  Ladner  and  seconded  by  Mr.  C. 
Carmichael,  of  this  city.  It  asked 
thac  th«re  be  no  further  abaolute 
alienation  of  the  natural  resources  of 
ihk  Province,  and  tiMtt  except  on 
purely  agricultural  products,  the 
Uovernment  should  by  royalty  or 
otherwise  retain  a  portion  for  the 
use  of  the  people.  Some  of  the  dele- 
gates thoufflft  it  might  lead  too  far 
and  should  be  reconsidered.  Mr. 
Ladner  contended  that  he  was  laying 
down  a  principle,  and  not  a  policy, 
and  finitlly  the  motion  carried. 

There  was  again  a  big  attendance 
when  the  convention  met  In  the  ball- 
room of  the  Hotel  Vancouver  shortly 
after   9   a.m. 

Mr.  H.  Li.  E^dmunda,  the  chairman, 
announced  that  att  there  were  many 
resolutlonH  to  discuHS,  speeches  must 
be  limited  to  five  minutes.  He  also 
read  messages  from  the  Senators  and 
members  of  the  party  at  Ottawa  re- 
gretting that  their  Parliamentary 
duties  made  it  impossible  for  them 
to   attend. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Cantelon  moved,  and  Mr. 
V.  V.  Vinson,  of  West  Vancouver, 
seconded  a  resolution  to  the  effect 
thill  Hince  nietnberw  of  the  Liberal 
party  at  Ottawa  had  declared  that 
OrientulH  uliould  be  placed  on  the 
same  frunchiHC  uh  white  men.  the 
convention  go  on  record  aa  opposing 
such  franchise  for  Orientals,  and  that 
Sir  Robert  Borden  and  his  colleagues 
be    notified   to   that  effect. 

F.  J.  Mackenzie.  M.P.P.  for  Delta, 
moved  and  Mr.  W.  J.  Balrd  seconded 
a  reHolution  calling  on  the  Govern- 
ment to  remove  the  University  to  Its 
site  at  Point  Grey  and  provide  proper 
accommodation  for  the  students,  that 
the  policy  and  operation  be  taken 
out  of  party  pol^lcs  and  given  en- 
tirely into  the  hands  of  the  Gover- 
nors and  Senate,  subject  to  such  con- 
trol a«  the  Government  In  the  in- 
terests of  the  people  might  retain, 
and  that  the  annual  appropriation  be 
so  fixed  as  to  make  It  unnecessary 
for  the  University  officials  to  beg 
and  fight  for  the  bare  sum  of  mone^ 
exsentiai  to  the  University,  and  fur- 
ther, that  the  Conservative  party 
pledge  Itself  to  carry  out,  when  re- 
turned to  power,  the  provisions  of 
the   resolution. 

Mrs.  Andrews,  of  Victoria,  who 
took  the  platform  to  speak  to  the 
resolution,  was  given  a  heaSy  re- 
ception.

A  resolution  moved  by  J.  Cunning- 
ham, of  New  Westminster,  and  sec- 
onded by  Captain  Moore  of  Victoria, 
called  for  greater  assistance  for  ship- 
building on  this  Coast  from  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

Capt.  Cox.  of  Victoria,  moved,  and 
R.  H.  Pooley,  of  Esquimau,  second- 
ed a  resolution  urging  some  form  of 
sUte  life  Insurance  for  disabled  men, 
pointing  out  that  private  companies 
refused   to   take   these   risks. 

Aid  to  farmers  and  the  mining  In- 
duatry  and  more  equitable  taxation 
were  among  the  matters  dealt  with. 
Control  of  smelter  rates  was  urged, 
while  other  resolutions  pledged  the 
party  to  atrlct  enforcement  of  the 
school  and  other  laws  which  are  now 
being  violated  by  the  Doukhobors. 

The  convention  declared  itself  In 
favor  af  enactment  of  a  measure  pro- 
viding for  full  and  equal  rights  for 
women  in  all  matters  touching  in- 
heritance, homesteads,  divorce  sepa- 
ration and  the  custody  and  care  of 
children,  asserting  In  this  connection 
that  the  present  inequitable  laws 
■hould  be  repealed. 

Another  resolution  calls  for  the 
establishment  of  normal  schools  In 
the  Interior. 

The  convention  went  on  record  aa 
favoring  the  change  In  the  rule  of 
the  road,  to  turn  to  the  right  Instead 
of  the  left. 

The  principle  of  mothers'  pensiona 
and  the  preservation  of  child  life  was 
heartily  apf)roved. 

Revision  ofr  the  whole  scheme  of 
education  In  order  to  make  It  of  more 
practical  value  to  the  child  was  de- 
manded In  a  resolution  which  refers 
to  the  value  of  modern  education. 

The  convention  went  on  record  as 
being  In  favor  of  sendlnp.  if  necesBary 
to  a  foreign  country,  students  to  re- 
ceive education  In  technical  work  in 
new  Indastries  which  would  be  suit- 
able for  development  In  British  Col- 
umbia. 

The  convention  demanded  that  an 
aggressive  policy  bo  carried  out  by 
the  agent  general  in  London  to  en- 
courage the  settlement  In  BrltlsJi  Col- 
umbia of  practical   British   farmers. 

Another  resolution  dealt  with  the 
question  of  the  rehabilitation  of  re- 
turned soldiers  In  civil  life,  and  de- 
manded the  carrying  out  of  a  prac- 
tical   policy    for    their    benefit. 

The  election  of  officers  for  the  Pro- 
vincial Association  resulted  In  the 
choice  by  acclamation  to  the  position* 
of  honorary  president  of  Hon.  W.  J. 
Bowser,  recently  chosen  leader  of  the 
Conservative  party  in  British  Colum- 
bia. ,8.  L.  Howe,  of  Vancouver,  was 
appointed  president  of  the  Associa- 
tion; H.  H.  Grahame,  of  Victoria,  first 
vice-president;  Dr.  Rose,  of  Nelson. 
second  vice-president;  Mrs.  A.  J.  Pat- 
erson,  of  Vancouver,  third  vice-presi- 
dent; Captain  Georte  Black,  formerly 
of  the  Yukon,  secretary,  and  D.  E. 
Mackenxie,  of  New  Westminster, 
treasurer,  for  the  coming  year.  The 
executive  committee  for  the  year  was 
elected  as  follows:

NEGROES  ARE  LYNCHED 
AT  MONTGOMERY,  ALA. 

MONTGOMERY.  Ala.,  Sept.  30. — 
Joltn  Temple,  negro,  who  last  night 
shot  and  fatally  wounded  Policeman 
John  Barbare.  and  who  was  wounded 
by  the  officer,  was  shot  to  death  In  a 
hospital  early  today  by  a  small  band 
of  white  men.  He  was  the  third 
negro  to  die  by  lynch  law  within  12 
hours,  Miles  Phlfer  and  Robert 
Crosky.  the  latter  a  discharged  sol- 
dier, having  been  shot  to  death  by  a 
mob  five  miles  from  the  city  yester- 
day. Still  another  negro,  Uyrd  Aster. 
who  Was  with  Temple  when  Darbure 
was  shot,  was  being  sought  by  a 
posse. 

I^hlfer  and  Crosky,  charged  with 
crimes  against  white  women,  were 
taken  froip  three  deputy-sherlfTn  by 
a  mob  of  about  25  men.  The  Spanish 
method  of  execution,  "ley  de  fudlge," 
was  used.  The  negroes  were  told  to 
run  for  their  lives,  and  as  they 
started  they  were  shot  down. 

Last  night  Policeman  Barburo  ar- 
rested Temple,  Aster  and  a  negrrns 
on  a  charge  of  disorderly  conduct. 
Temple  shot  the  officer,  hut  not  until 
he  himself  had  been  wounded.  Aster 
fled.  The  police,  to  prevent  a  pos- 
sible lynching,  announced  that  Tem- 
ple had  been  killed.  Later  It  hfcame 
known  that  this  was  only  a  ruse  up'i 
that  Temple  had  been  taken  to  a 
htyipltal.  A  small  band  organtxed, 
and  half-a-dozen  men  entered  tho 
hospital,  overpowered  the  guards, 
and  shot  the  negro  to  death  as  he  lay 
In   bed.

OMAHA,  Neb.,  Sept.  30. — Grand 
Jury  Investigation  with  a  view  to 
prosecuting  those  responsible  for  raee 
rioting  last  Sunday  will  be  started 
within  a  short  time.  Judges  of  tho 
district  court  here  decided  today  to 
call  a  special  Grand  Jury. 

Mr.  U.  T.  Coffey,  chief  deputy 
county  attorney,  announced  that  men 
and  boys  arrested  Sunday  in  connec- 
tion with  the  rioting  would  be  held 
for  the  Grand  Jury. 

More  than  1,600  Federal  soldiers 
are  In  th^  city  for  riot  duty.  About 
600  troops  and  18  officers  from  Camp 
Grant,  and  250  men  and  11  officers 
from  Camp  Kunston,  arrived  here  to- 
day. * 

Governor  Samuel  R.  McKelvle,  who 
arrived  here  early  today.  Issued  a 
statement  deploring  the  riot,  and  de- 
clared that  "one  who  is  acquainted 
with  conditions  in  Omaha  during  lh« 
past  few  months  could  not  be  very 
much  surprised  at  what  has  hap- 
pened." 

"it  has  been  a  matter  of  every- 
day occurrence."  the  statement  con- 
tinued, "that  those  who  have  most 
to  do  with  the  molding  of  public 
opinion  have  constantly  engaged  In 
petty  bickerings  and  a  criticism  of 
the  local  officials  which  could  not  re- 
sult In  anything  but  an  utter  disre- 
spect of  the  law.  1  deem  It  of  the 
utmost  Iniportancs  that  the  good  pe- 
ple  of  ()niah:i  should  at  once  organ- 
ize their  mlnflK  to  discourage  .the  h<- 
tivlties  of  those  who  ure  constantly 
HltemptlnK  to  bring  reproach  upon 
public  offlclals  and  Join  in  a  eoni- 
plete  support  of  those  who  have  been 
duly  elected  to  responsible  public  po- 
sitions." 

One  of  the  most  alarming  features 
of  the  situation.

VLADIVOSTOK.  Friday,  Sept.  19.  f 
— Major-General  William  S.  Graves, 
commander  of  American  forces  in 
Siberia,  has  demanded  an  apology 
from  General  Roxanoff,  In  command 
of  Russian  troops  In  Prysmur  prov- 
ince, for  the  arrest  of  Captain  L.  P. 
Johns,  of  the  27th  Regiment,  and 
Cpl.  Benjamin  Sperling,  of  .the  Slst, 
and  the  flogging  of  the  latter  by  Cos- 
sacks commanded  by  General  Kal- 
mlkoff. 

An  Investigation  of  the  conduct  of 
a  Japanese  officer  at  Iman,  the  place 
where  the  arrests  took  place,  haa  also 
been  begun  by  tho  Japanese  high 
command. 

Tho  Incident,  which  occurred  Sep- 
tember 15,  Is  considered  one  of  the 
most  serious  since  the  Allies  landed 
In  Siberia.  The  Americans,  In  uni- 
form and  on  official  business,  went  to 
Iman.  a  town  170  miles  north  of  this 
city,  on  the  section  of  the  railroad 
guarded  by  Chinese  troops,  passports 
being  unnecessary  by  agreement  be- 
tween the  Allies.  While  they  were 
at  a  hotel  there,  a  detachment  of 
Cossacks  entered  and  arrested  tho 
Americana.  clalniiuK  they  were  not 
provided  with  identification  papers. 
Captain  Johns  managed  to  escape, 
and,  catching  a  moving  train,  went 
to  Spasske,  where  he  reported  to  the 
American  officer  In  command.  A  de- 
tachment of  150  Americans  from  the 
27th  Regiment  at  once  entrained  and 
went  to  Iman  to  effect  Sperling's  re- 
lease, and  on  arriving  there  took 
three  Cossacks  as   hostages.

It  Is 
alleged,  that  In  the  event  of  hostilities 
between  the  Americans  and  Cossacks 
the  Japanese  troops  at  Iman  would 
side  with  the  latter.  He  at  last  told 
the  Americans  that  Sperling  had  been 
taken  to  Khaborovsk,  where  General 
Kalmlkoff  has  his  headquarters.  A 
telegraphic  demand  for  Sperling  was 
sent  to  Khaborovsk.  and  a  reply  re- 
ceived that  he  would  t>e  released  at 
once.

Retailers.  when  they  are  for- 
tunate enough  to  seeure  a  eon- 
sisnment,  are  fer«^d  to  ration  It 
out  among  their  customers,  but  thefA 
is  absolutely  inauttlcicnt  to  go  round, 
and  troin  no  source  can  we  learn  of 
any  relief  in  sight.  Obviotisly,  local 
Arms  are  doing  what  they  cab,  ^ut  in 
a  time  like  the  present  there  ought 
to  be  some  centra)  authority  which 
could  arrange  tor  dl^^trlbution  so  th*t 
no   one   suffers  unduly. 

It  seams  to  us  that  it  would  be 
the  part  of  wisdom  tor  the  wholesale 
houses  to  publtoh  the  arrival  of  any 
shipment  of  augau-  and  td  atat^  what 
its  dtapoaition  .  ta  to  bf .  ■  *  Sa^r  Is  a 
most  imiloi^tahc  e^n^medlty  u  houM- 
holds.  It  is  espectally  necessary  for 
the  nourishment  of  children,  and  pe- 
.eultarly  essendal  at  a  time  like  thta 
when  there  ta  dread  ot  a  recurrence 
of  the  Spantah  influenxa.  There  is  a 
Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
merce for  thta  Province,  but  we  have 
yet  to  learn  from  him  anything  of 
the  sugar  situatioh,  although  h« 
should  be  in  close  touch  with  condi- 
tions and  be  prepared  to  Induce  such 
action  as  will  make  the  supply  go 
round  to  some  extent.  The  munici- 
palities of  the  Province  have  prom- 
ised to  co-operate  with  the  Board  of 
Commerce  in  dealing  drith  Jnst  such 
questions,  and  our  C!tv  Council  can- 
not do  better  than  make  its  initial 
effort  in  investlsaling  tha  preasnt 
situation  resardlng  sugar  with  a  view 
to  aeeing  if  aay  anelioraUon  ta 
poasibta.

Sir. — Suppose  that  at  the  next  elec- 
tion for  mayor  of  the  city  of  Netaon  a 
candidate  appeared  wit^  the  following 
platform: 

Flrst — I  propose  to  tax  all  the  lots 
in  the  city  at  one  uniform  rate  aa  they 
ara  aU  ot  tha  aama  aise  and  ahape.  and 
I  will  abolish  all  variatlona  of  assess- 
ment accordingly,  and  consider  each 
lot  to  be  worth  ilOO  and  levy  a  tax 
of  II  per  lot. 

Second — I  propose  to  aupptament^ 
our  tlnaricee  with  a  taX  on  business 
and  will  collect  two  per  cetlt  on  evdry 
business  transaction  of  whatever  (na- 
ture, which  ta  carried  on  in  this  city; 
there  will  be  no  discrimination  under 
my  proposed  law;  wholesalers  and 
refallers.  the  business  of  bankers  and 
barbera  all  wlU  t>ay  alike. 

Wa  can  imaslae  the  howta  6f  deri- 
sion such  proposals  would  call  forth, 
yet  they  are  exactly  parallel  to  the 
principles  on  wHlch  our  B.C.  mining 
property  is  taxed.  There  ta  far  less 
ditfelehce  in  valua  b^^ween  the  best 
lot  in  the  city  of  Netaon  add  the  poor, 
est,  than  there  to  between  the  best 
claims  in  our  modntainli  and  the  poor- 
est; yet  our  legtalatOrs  in  their  wiu- 
dom  have  overlooked  this  fact. 

Some  mining  properties  may  be 
compared  to  wholesslle  businesses 
where  there  is  an  immense  turnover 
on  small  margins,  *uch  are  the  low 
grade  properties  of  the  Boundary 
country.  Others  depend  on  targe  raar- 
gina  on  a  comparatively  small  turn- 
over. Our  mining  laws  Itnore  such 
dltfefences. 

The  citlxens  of  Netaon  would  not 
only  turn  down  any  candidate  making 
such  absurd  proposals  aa  1  have  out- 
lined but  the  worthy  member  for  the 
city  would  most  likely  examine  hitn 
professionally  to  see  if  it  would  not  be 
better  to  send  him  to  New  Westmin- 
ster in  charse  of  the  police. 

Why  do  we  iolerate  such  folly  in 
our  mining  la#8?  Even  the  mining 
committee  of  the  Nelson  board  of 
trade  might  wake  up  and  take  a  look 
at  the  condition  of  the  mining  indus- 
try in  Kootenay  and  the  Boundary. 
But  perhaps  their  remedy  would  be 
another  mining  convention. 

Tax  mining  property  on  its  value 
and  cut  out  all  thta  ancient  rubbtah 
from  o'ur  statute  books.

In  the  course  of  a  veo'  iBteresttnc 
series  of  articlee  on  his  Joumey 
acniss  the  continent.  Mr.  W.  L..  Cot- 
ton, editor  of  The  Charlottetown 
Kxaminer.  a  member  of  th<>  party  of 
Jmirnaliats  who  recently  vlsiied  Vic- 
toria, notes  the  prominent  part  men 
and  women  from  his  own  Province 
take  In  the  educaiional  affairs  of 
British  Columbia.      He  writes: 

"Tho  schools  of  Victoria  and  Van- 
couver— and.  indeed,  of  the  whole 
rountry  weet  of  Winnipec — cannot  be 
overlooked.  Schoolhouses  are  indes^ 
amonc  the  most  prominent  buildings 
In  ever)'  cll>-  and  town.  In  the  coun- 
to'  they  are  noticeable  on  account  of 
their  tasteful  desiSBs  and  pleasant 
surroundlnss.  There  is  evident  in  all 
Westeru  Canada  a  determination  to 
rive  boys  and  sirla  a  chance  to  equip 
the  future  ceneration  of  men  and 
women — to  the  extent  that  education 
will  do  so — for  the  vreat  respunsibil- 
ity  of  developiuK  the  Incalculable 
wcttlth  of  this  "Canada  of  Ours"  and 
of  niaintaininK  law.  order  and  the  se- 
curity of  life  and  property  by  nteana 
of  democratic  self-suvernment. 

"it  is  fortunate  fur  the  country  that 
a  iarse  proportion  of  ita  early  settlers 
were  well  educated  in  the  iSast  before 
they  went  to  the  NVeet.  and  it  was  to 
me  particularly  pleasinc  to  note  the 
considerable  number  of  P.B.  Isiandera 
who  hold  important  aAd  influential 
positions  In  which  large  intellicence 
and  sood  education  are  re<]uired.  In 
Victoria,  for  Instance,  there  are  the 
Hon.  J.  D.  McL«an.  from  Belfast. 
Minister  of  Education;  Mr.  J.  D.  Uil- 
lls,  from  Btralhiilbyn,  Assistant  Super- 
intendent of  Kducation:  Mr.  Allison 
Campbell.  prtnc4pal  of  North  Ward 
School:  Mr.  Krnest  Oampl>ell.  prin- 
cipal of  the  Sir  James  Douglas  School: 
Miss  B.  G.  LA«-son.  principal  of  the 
Kinsston  Street  School  ;  Miss  Tina 
Laons.  vice-principal  of  Park  School: 
Miss  Noonan,  of  Alt>any.  first  assistant 
of  the  Sprott-Shatr  Business  Colle«e; 
the  Misses  Mclxi^ud  (dauKhters  of  the 
late  .ludite  McL<eod>,  occupytns  ex- 
cellent positions  in  the  Victoria  High 
School,  and  Mr.  Harry  Smith,  son  of 
Mr.  Henr>'  Smith  of  this  city,  also  a 
successful  teacher  in  the  Victoria 
Hish  School.

A  boom  in  aircraft  models  is  taking 
place  all  over  the  city.  All  types  of 
flying  machines  are  l>eing  constructed 
by  lads  ranging  in  years  from  fifteen 
to  the  very  dimunltive.

Rev.  Robert  Connell  Obliged  to 
Resign  Owing  to  Pressure  of 
Other  Duties--Specimens 
Received. 


Tlie  general  meeting  of  the  Kaftaral 
llisierj-  Society-,  held  on  Maa«ay. 
September  32.  being  the  Arst  of  the 
Winter  season,  was  well  attended,  and 
a  large  amount  oC  bosineas  was  pat 
through.  The  presideBt,  Rev.  R. 
Connell.  was  In  the  chair. 

It  was  the  general  feeling  that  the 
meetings  should  be  kept  up  with 
greater  inter«<st  now  that  membent 
aill  be  able  to  think  leas  of  the 
worries  of  war. 

The  secretary  reported  that  at  the 
committee  meeting  held  previously 
there  was  a  full  attendance,  with  on* 
exception)  that  member  being  out  of 
town,  and  it  was  resolved  to  carry 
qp  the  work  more  actively  than  ever. 

During  the  vacation  a  large  num- 
ber of  donations  in  the  form  of  tech- 
nical and  popular  reports,  both  gov- 
ernmental and  private,  were  received, 
and  these  were  placed  on  llle  in  the 
society's  room.  411  Jones  Block. 
where  they  nta)'  be  seen  any  d^y.  It 
may  be  stated  that  the  society  has  an 
excellent  collection  of  books  and 
pamphlets  available  for  consultation, 
and  the  secretar>-  will  be  glad  to  re- 
eei^-e  querie.<.  on  natural  history  and 
historical  subjects  for  answer  by 
members  whu<  specialixe  in  the  sub- 
ject asked  about. 

On  examination,  specimens  brought 
in  were  seen  to  be  three  large  cones 
of  Norwa>-  spruce  grown  in  Victoria; 
a  leaf-cutter's  nest,  which  was  l>eau- 
tifully  built  of  pieceti  of  rose  leaf  cut 
to  proper  forms  and  then  glued  up  in 
the  shape  of  a  cylinder  about  one 
inch  long  hy  a  quarter  wide,  aad  the 
ends  sealed  with  discs  of  roee  leaf, 
while  inside  was  the  larva,  a  small 
grub,  together  with  a  mass  of  food; 
a  specimen  of  salsify,  which  has  now 
l>ecome  a  wild  plant;  a  skin  of  a 
snake  such  as  was  seen  in  the  Up- 
lands on  Saturda>'.  This  brought  up 
the  society's  advice,  "Don't  kill 
snukes." 

Photographs  of  Douglas  flr.  show- 
ing the  characteristic  of  substituted 
leader,  that  is.  in  the  event  of  the  top 
of  a  tree  being  diverted  from  the  ver- 
tical growth  required  by  negative 
geotropism,  a  branch  will  assume  an 
upright  position  and  grow  up  Instead 
of  the  injured  or  bent  top.  Also 
showing  that  when  the  stem  of  cer- 
tain conifers  is  diverted  to  a  horixon- 
tal  or  nearly  horlsonUI  position, 
growth  continues  only  on  the  lower 
side,  forming  a  distorted  ring  section. 
The  photographs  were  taken  at  the 
Colwood  golf  Unks,  Admiral's  Road 
and   B.C.   Glectric   Park. 

The  President  spoke  of  the  geo- 
logical work  he  had  done  during  the 
Summer,  collecting  new  fossils  at 
Albert  Head  and  points  in  that 
vicinity. 

A  member  stated  that  when  on  night 
duty  he  had  watched  a  spider  repair- 
ing its  wels  which  it  only  did  at 
nicrht.  Before  doing  so  it  would  col- 
lect all  broken  threads^  roll  them  in- 
to a  ball  and  swallow  It. 

Small  yellow  birds  were  reported 
gathered  in  great  numbers  on  Blan- 
shard  Street.  The  question  was 
asked.  'When  did  the  swallows 
leave?"  And  although  everyone  Is 
eager  to  see  the  lirst  swallow  In 
Spring,  yet  no  one  could  say  when  he 
thought  the   last  swallow  had   left. 

Moss  and  trees  giving  off  odor  of 
iodoform ;  production  of  large  quan- 
tities of  starch  from  cattails;  manu- 
facture of  cords  and  blotting  paper 
from,  nettles  and  sedge,  and  many 
other  subjects  were  discussed. 

Rev.  R.  Connell  announced  that  he 
was  unable  to  carry  on  as  president 
and  would  be  obliged  to  resign  the 
chair.  Although  the  members  re- 
gretted Mr.  Connell's  decision,  as  he 
has  fliled  the  chair  so  excellently,  it 
was  moved  by  Mr.  Wilson  and  sec- 
onded by  Miss  Fox  that  Mr.  Con- 
nell's resignation  be  accepted  and 
that  Mr.  A.  R.  Sherwood,  a  .former 
president,  should  be  elected  president. 
This  was  carried. 

Mr.  Sherwood  said  he  felt  honored 
In  being  elected  president  and  would 
carry  out  the  duties  to  the  best  of  his 
ability.

"The  following  reeolution  wa« 
pamed  at  a  meeting  held  yesterday  in 
the  Y.W.C.A.: 

"Whereas,  under  the  present  sys- 
tem of  representation  in  the  National 
Council  of  Women.  It  seems  impossible 
to  secure  either  democratic  organisa- 
tion or  progressive  action  at  a  time 
when  both  are  vital  to  the  women  of 
Canada  now  enfranchised. 

"Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  this 
Local  Council  of  Women  of  Winni- 
peg withdraw  from  afltllation  with  the 
National  Council  until  sn«b  time  as 
the  constitution  with  the  National 
council   adequately   revised. 

"And  that  this  council  continue  its 
woric  as  a  council  of  women  for  city 
and  provincial  purposes." 

PitMcreastve   Meamimi  Stifled 

Mrs.  R.  F.  McWIiliams,  president 
of  the  local  council,  described  the  ' 
utter  futility  and  disappointing  na- 
ture of  the  convention.  The  crux  of 
the  matter  was  that  a  few  women  held 
a  great  many  proxies  from  groups  not 
interested  enough  to  send  delegates, 
and  time  after  time  progressive  meas- 
ures' were  defoatd  by  this  "silent 
vote."  These  women  really  loved  the 
National  council,  and  reused  to  be- 
lieve that  they  were  signing  its  death 
warrant.  Mrs.  McWllllams  pointed 
out  that  an  organization  lilce  the  Na- 
tional ia  necessary  for  a  few  years. 
"While  we  are  traveling  in  Uie  direc- 
tion of  organixattons  containing  both 
men  and  women."  she  said,  "we  have 
not  }^t  obtained  them,  and  the  Na- 
tional council  may  help  in  focussing 
attention  on  social  questions."

Canada's  «d\-er8o  rate  of  excHans* 
with  the  United  Stales  is  noi  wtth««t 
benellt  to  this  counir>-,  according  to 
Mr.  K.  W.  McMullin,  manager  of  the 
Victoria  branch  of  the  Mercfcaata 
Bank  of  Canada,  and  tihalrman  ot  the 
Ways  and  Meaita  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Trade. 

The  Spokane  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce recently  wrote  the  local  board 
askl^  for  lU  views  on  the  question 
of  exchange,  and  Mr.  McMullla  was 
asked  to  prepare  a  statement  on  iho 
subject.  Thla  is  what  Mr.  McMalUs 
wrote : 

"Much  has  been  written  layely  on 
the  subject  of  exchange  and  the  rea- 
son for  the  premium  on  New  York 
funds  is  fairly  well  understood, 

"Mr.  A.  B.  Barker.  wrtUng  for  the 
Monetary  TImee,  says:  "Aa  a  com- 
modity, American  exchange  is  atib- 
Ject  to  the  law  of  supply  and  demand. 
In  normal  times  this  was  balanced 
by  a  three-cornered  arrangement,  \Vc 
sold  to  and  borrowed  extensively 
front  Great  Britain,  buying  chMly 
from  the  United  Slates  and  selllttg  to 
that  country  a  moderate  amount  only. 
This  worked  out  that  we  owed  the 
United  States.  Great  Britain  owed  us, 
snd.  as  the  United  States  owed  Brit- 
ain in  connection  with  her  own  trade, 
we  were  able  to  settle  our  debt  to  tho 
United  Slates  by  selling  sterling  ex 
change  In  New  York,  thus  transfer- 
ring our  cUims  against  Britain  to  ti.e 
United   States.' 

Porrhascs  In  U.S. 

"During  the  latter  years  of  the  war 
we  bought  in  the  Ignited  Slates,  in 
addition  t«  our  normal  requirements, 
materials  for  the  manufacture  of  war 
munitions  and  exported  as  formerly 
to  tha  United  Kingdom.  To  carry  on 
the  war,  Britain  availed  herself  of 
credits  in  both  the  United  States  an<t 
Canada.  It  was  hoped  that  she  would 
arrange  credits  in  the  United  States 
to  pay  for  purchases  made  by  Canada 
to  facilitate  production  of  war  ma- 
terial. Now  that  the  war  Is  ovei. 
Britain  does  not  favor  the  creation  ot 
further  debt  abroad,  and  the  adjust- 
ment of  our  adverse  balance  with  the 
United  States  roust  await  trade  de- 
velopments. 

"In  three  years  ending  Juno  last, 
Canada  imported  from  the  United 
States  to  the  amount  of  |2,228.e««,- 
000  and  exported  to  that  country 
goods  to  the  value  of  91.1S3.0««.«««, 
leaving  an  unfavorable  balance  of 
$1,045,000,000.  In  that  period  'the 
United  States  supplied  81  per  cent, 
of  our  total  imports.  In  the  same 
period  we  imported  (251,000,00e  from 
the  United  Kingdom  and  exported 
$2, 07C. 000,000.  leaving  a  balance  in 
our  fa\>ur  of  |1,825.0««.00«. 

Why  l::x|Mirts  .%re  Ixvw 
"The  cause  of  Britain's  diminished 
exports  is  thoroughly  appreciated  in 
Canada,  Wc  know  that  her  men  and 
resources  were  mobilised  for  the  de- 
fence of  freedom  more  iuteitsivcly 
than  ia  as  yet  fully  realised.  The 
purpose  of  the  sacrifice  is  now  at- 
tained, but  there  is  left  to  be  ad- 
Justed  an  unbalanced  and  critical 
state  of  foreign  trade,  tiaitada  flnda 
herself  a  considerable  creditor  of 
Britain,  and  likely  to  become  a  more 
important  one,  and  ranks  as  one  of 
the  chief  debtors  u(  the  United 
States.  Thv  adjustment  of  our  trade 
balance  with  Brita.111  cannot  h*,  ex- 
pected until  conditions  in  that  coun- 
try become  more  settled;  until  her 
factories  can  turn  out  and  her  shipa 
move  goods  the  world  can  tiae. 

"The  discount  on  Canadian  funds 
in  the  L'nited  States  cannot  be  en- 
tirely removed  until  ^11  the  machin- 
ery of  world  commerce  Is  agsin  turn- 
ing smoothi)-.  but  no  doubt  there  are 
many  ways  of  keeping  it  down  to  a 
minimum. 

"All  authorities  a^ree  that  the 
cause  would  be  partially  removed  It 
the  demand  for  New  York  funds 
were  de<;reased  by  lesser  imports  of 
luxuries  and  non-essentials.  j>u-:h  -t 
remedy  would  not  probably  be  palat- 
able to  some  United  States  maiiufac- 
turors.  The  erection  by  United  States 
manufadtirers  of  branch  factories  in 
Canada  should  assist  materiall)-  in  re 
during  the  total  uf  Canada's  imports 
,  from  that  counlrj. 

sril  SccBrtUcs 

"The  sale  of  Canadian  municipal, 
provincial  and  industrial  bonds  and 
debentures  In  New  York  would  help 
to  put  us  In  funds  fdt-  the  purchase 
of  iron  and  steel  and  other  wares  and 
merchandise.  Theve  securities  la 
considrrable-  quantities  were  formerly 
disposed   of  in   London. 

"A  great  deal  might  be  done 
through  increasing  the  deposita  of 
United  Stales  banks  and  manufac- 
turers with  Canadian  banks.  If  the 
proceeds  of  collections  representing 
sales  of  merchandise  were  allowed  to 
accumulate  In  the  hands  of  Canadian 
banks  it  would  considerably  lessen 
the  demand  for  United  States  ex- 
change, and  it  may  reasonably  be  ex- 
pected that  these  balances  can  be 
withdrawn  in  a  year  or  ao  withfrat 
loss  of  discount.  The  leading  Cana- 
dUn  banking  Institutions  compnro 
favorably  with  thoae  of  the  United 
States  In   point  ot  strength. 

"I  might  add  that  those  in  aathor- 
Ity  In  Canada  and  Great  Britain  are 
disposed  to  regard  the  present  ad- 
verse rate  of  exehango  lM«not  on^c 
slrable.  since  It  adds  to  the  vn|«e  ef 
our  exports  to  the  UnHod  Mates  anJ 
tends  to  reMrtct  onr  imports  from 
that  country."

September  SO.  the 
Natural  Hlatory  Society  held  an  •  |n- 
tereating  fleld  meeting  at  the  Up- 
landa.  A  small  'party  of  members 
and  trlenda  met  at  S:SO  and  proceeded 
at  once  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  the 
afternoon.  Tho  party  walked  down  tp 
the  shore  and  on  the  way  examined 
the  seed  pods  of  the  wild  flowers 
wMch  are  so  nunteroua  in  that  vici- 
nity. Many  persona  would  he  non- 
plusaed  when  asked  to  deacrlbe  the 
aeodlng  and  aeed  poda  of  the  com- 
moneat  plant,  say.  the  camaaa  or  the 
cama.  and  even  thoee  who  are  fami- 
liar with  plants  would  realise  that 
there  la  Inflnlte  %-ariety  In  nature's 
methoos  of  reproduction. 

A  great  number  of  planta  wore 
examined  on  this  walk  and  each  one 
beneflted  by  addltlona  to  hia  or  her 
fund    of    botanical    knowledge. 

A  member  who  has  studied  the  aub« 
Joet  led  the  way  to  two  oak  trees 
which  exhibited  a  peculiar  action  of 
root  and  branch  In  spreading  over 
rocka.  This  usually  occurs  at  the 
bane  of  oak  trees,  but  In  some  of  these 
eases  the  spreading  was  two  or  three 
feet  up  the  trunk,  the  tree  growing 
alongalde  a  small  bluff  of  rock. 
Indlnn  Canping  OrmuMi 

Arriving  at  the  point  to  the  east  of 
the  Tacht  Club,  the  old  Indian  camp- 
ing ground  was  gone  over  and  dis- 
cussed. This  place,  with  its  fosse  on 
the  landside,  haa  been  of  Interest  to 
ethnologists  for  years  and  prominent 
scientists  have  visited  it  and  dug  up 
arrow  heads,  human  bonea  and  other 
remains,  most  of  which  have  been 
carried  away  to  foreign  museums. 

The  calms,  or  graves,  ftirther  on 
in  the  Uplands  were  not  visited. 
These  are  beautifully  illustrated  and 
described  In  the  Napier  Jess^  re- 
ports on  "B.  C.  Indian  Graves." 
which  may  be  seen  in  the  Provincial 
Library. 

Glacial    Action 

Ths  party  then  took  up  the  sub- 
ject of  geology-,  and  the  secretary 
road  some  notes  by  the  prealdent  on 
ita  glacial  periods,  during  whteh  the 
present  form  was  given  to  the  Up- 
lands and  Cadboro  Bay.  This  proved 
to  be  a  more*  interesting  subject  than 
one  might  think,  with  the  actual 
growth  before  the  eyes,  and  such  re- 
sults as  the  lack  of  water  on  the  east 
side  of  the  bay.  while  there  was 
plenty  on  the  west  and  north  aldea. 
The  reason  of  the  mystic  springs' 
existence  was  easily  understood,  also 
the  formation  of  ridges  and  hollows 
in  the  gravel  on  the  hill  west  of  the 
hay,  caused  by  wind  erosion,  while 
glacial  grooves  in  the  rocka  were 
easily  discernible. 

Those  Interested  in  history  dis- 
covered that  the  bay  waa  named  after 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company's  vessel 
Cadboro.  which  anchored  in  the  bay 
in  1843  and  in  Viotorla  harbor,  then 
known   aa  ^Camosun    Canal. 

The  next  point  of  Intereivt  waa  the 
garden  of  Mr.  Andrew  Wright,  who, 
with  Mrs.  Wright,  kindly  showed  their 
herbarium  filled  with  a  great  variety 
of  trees  and  shrubs  and  the  flower 
beds  full  &t  unusual  flowers.  The 
society's  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Wright  for  their  ei^tertainment 
of  the  party.' 

Thia  brought  a  most  successful 
fleld  meeting  to  a  close  and  it  waa 
felt  that  the  society  should  have 
many  more  of  them.

The  natives  and  settlers  hO-ve  been 
eating  reindeer  meat  ever  since,  and 
today  carloa<is  of  cold-storage  rein- 
deer aire  being  shipped  to  the  larger 
cities  of  the  United  States.  The  food 
supply  of  the  cotintry  hu  been  sen- 
sibly augmented  and  all  the  while  the 
number^  of  the  living  reindeer  have 
increased  till  therie  are  now.  accord- 
ing to  Govei-nof  Biggs,  129.000  rein- 
deer Iti  Alaska. 

This  is  not  the  way  Americans  are 
accustomed  to  protect  their  wild  game. 
When  the  settlement  of  the  country 
began,  the  Wapiti  deer,  or  elk,  one  of 
the  finest  game  ^niinals  tn  existence, 
occupied  the  country*  virtually  from 
ocean  to  ocean.  Seton  estimated  their 
numbers  at  ten  million  head. 

Today  Graves  and  Nelson  state 
there  are  70,000  elk.  in  the  United 
SUtes.  of  which  tfbout  40,900  are  in  or 
about  tbe  Tollowstone  National  Park 
and  practically  all  the  balance  are  ex- 
isting ui^er  similar  conditions  of  pro- 
tection. If  it  were  not  for  the  refuge 
afforded  the  elk  by  the  sanctuary  of  a 
Federal  or  state  park  ^vhere  they  can* 
not  be  shot,  it  Is  safe  to  say  there 
would  be  fl*w.  If  any,  ailye. 

W^hy  is  It  that  the  reinaeer  are  more 
abundant  than  the  elkt  Primarily  be- 
eaiis«  their  owners  followed  th^  simple 
biological  practice,  which  is  YnMc  witli 
the  stock-raiser  everywhere,  of  taking 
for  meat  chleDy  the  surplus  males, 
the  anlhiala  whioh  oould  beet,  be 
spared  from  the  herd. 

Had  they  killed  the  bearing  animals 
Indiscriminately,  a«  was  done  for 
years  with  the  elk,  the  reindeer  in 
Alaska  would  have  been  Just  as  much 
a  minus  quantity  as  are  the  elk  in 
Michigan  and  other  States  of  former 
abundance.  And  yet  nearly  half  the 
United  States  still  permlu  the  killing 
of  females  of  big  game  animals!

Lefthanders  Seldom  Had  Prom- 
inence in  World  Series— 
This  Year,  Koweven  Will  Be 
Mainstay  of  Both  Clubs. 


CHICAGO,  Sept,  SO. — Southpaw 
pitebers,  who  for  years  have  given 
way  In  the  baseball  world  series  hall 
of  fame  to  right-handers,  this  year 
bid  fair  to  prove  th9  stars  of  the 
championship  contests. 

With  the  exception  of  one  Or  two 
years — notably  In  lIlS — right-handed 
twirlers  have  been  the  mainstays  of 
their  clubs  for  thirty  seaaons,  and 
seldom  has  southpaw  pitching  brought 
the  world's  champion  title  \»  any 
club.  This  year,  however,  the  Cin- 
cinnati Reds  virtunlly  have  south- 
pawed  their  way  to  victory,  and  two 
left-handers  have  shared  with  the 
veteran  Eddie  Clcotte  the  burden  ef 
bringing  another  American  League 
pennant  to  the  Chicago  White  Soz. 

Two  aouthpaws — Dutch  RettOier, 
last  year 'considered  not  good  enough 
for  the  big  leagues,  and  Sliih  Bailee, 
twice  discarded — are  th<B  twirlers 
chiefly  responsible  for  the' Reds'  vic- 
tory in  the  National  League,  and  It 
Is  on  thewe  men  that  iCineinnatl  will 
Idepend  largely  In  the  'FalV  S*rles. 
Bller  nnd  Ring,  the  Vito  star  right- 
handers, have  long  done  their  ahare. 
btit  Cincinnati  faha  are  betting  on 
Reuther  and.  Bailee. 

For  the  White  Box.  Cddle  Olcotte 
Is,  of  coursa,  a  pitching  staff  by  him- 
self, but  Claude  Williams  ha«  won 
many  games  with  his  southpaw  slants, 
and  Dick  Kerr  has  more  than  held 
hia  own. 

So  it  seema  probable  that  the  series 
this  year  may  find  Reuther  and  Bailee 
batUing  with  Kerr  and  Willianaa  Cor 
premier  honors. 

Left-handers  have  held  little  proml- 
nenee  in  world  series  pitching  with 
the  one  exception  of  itll,  when  the 
southpaws  had  more  than  their  sha^ 
of  glory.  Babe  Ruth  won  two  games 
from  the  Chicago  Cubs,  While  Tyler 
and  Vaughn  did  most  of  the  hurling 
for   the   National   Laaguera. 

Delving  back  into  the  early  reeorda 
of  baseball,  it  is  found  that  hlereto- 
fore  ihe  pennant  winners  generally 
have  depended  on  right-handed  pitch- 
ers. From  ItSI  to  1894  there  were 
no  prominent  left-handed  pitchers  en 
the  Winning  teams.  Baltimore,  the 
champion  in  1894,  1896  and  189«, 
had  only  ^9  flrat-claas  southpaw, 
Bs^er.  From  tljpn  until  194l  the 
right-handers  carried  the  burden  of 
pitching.  tn  1901.  1998  and  l«es 
Tannehlll  and  Doheny  helped  Pitts- 
burg. Mathewson  and  McGlhnity, 
right-handers,  won  the  penhant  tor 
the  Olants  In  1904  ad  190S,  while  In 
1906,  1907.  1908  adn  1910,  Pfelstar 
was  the  only  left-hander  with  the 
.champion  Chicago  Cubs.  Leifleld  aid- 
ed l^lttsburg  in  1909.  but  the  right- 
handers did  most  of  the  work.  The 
same  goes  for  1911,  l91t  and  1918, 
when  Mathewson  was  the  mainstay  of 
the  Giants,  although  Marquard  and 
WllUe    gave    material    kSSlStllhce. 

In  1914  two  right-handers.  James 
and  Rudolph,  and  one  lefthander, 
Tyler,  won  for  the  Boston  Bravep. 
In  1913  Alexander 'and  ^ayer  were 
responsible  for  the  Philadelphia  vic- 
tory In  the  National  League,  with 
Rixey.  the  aouthpaw.  losing  »  ma- 
jority ot  hla  gamea.  MarqUArd  and 
Smith  helped  Brooklyn  in  19K,  bat 
two-thirds  of  the  pitching  was  done 
by  rtght-handata, 

tn  1*17  Faber,  a  right-hander, 
turned  the  tiriek  against  the  Giants 
by  winning  three  games  in  the  titular 
series.  r  ' 

.  The  southpAws  will  not  carry  off 
honors  ih  the  world  series  this  fail, 
however,  witbpnt  a  battle.  Cloette 
undoubtedly  la  the  best  rigftt-hander 
on  either  team  aOd  Bller  and  Ring 
have  pitched  wopderful  ball  all  sea- 
Hon.  Faber  IWf  mi  worked  regu- 
larly this  season.  but  Is  being 
groomed  to  take  his  turn  in  the  big 
series.  James  of  the  Six,  and  Fisher 
ot  the  Reds,  also  may  be  eonhted 
on.  and  there  Is  strong  probability 
that  Grover  Lowdermllk  may  aseend 
the   mound   for  the   White  Box.

"Every 
wholeaaler  has  been  put  on  rations  by 
the  B.C.  Refliv^ry,  receiving  » 
monthly  allotment  which  works'  out 
at  about  •©  per  cent,  of  the  usuhl 
coQOlfnment.  When  this  allotment 
arrlvea  It '  is  apportl9aed  out  to  our 
customers  according  to  their  uaOal 
purchasing  capacity.  Theae  who  h»vo 
boon  In  the  habit  of  buying  Urge 
«uant;lkea  from  ua  get  a  larger  pro- 
portion than  those  who  In  normal 
times  purchased  a  smaller  quantity, 
Thia  la  dene  on  the  natural  aasump- 
tion  that  the  bigger  buyer  has  a 
larger  retail  trade  to  take  care  of, 
but  the  antallcr  buyer  g«ta  Just  aa 
much  in  proportion  to  his  assumed 
retail  trad*.  We  do  not  hoard  sugar. 
•nd  I  know  that  no  other  wholesaler 
la  the  city  hoarda  it.  The  same  day 
that  we  recglve  our  shipment  it  (• 
distributed. 

"The  public  get  an  entirely  wrong 
Idea  of  what  is  a  normal  aupply  of 
augar  for  a  city.  For  'instance,  wo 
get  In  a  carload  of  augar,  aay,  today. 
Th*  public  hear  about  It  and  wondtf 
why.  when  they  try  to  buy  the  ne«t 
day  or  two,  they  cannot  get  any  moro 
tlvan  pert^apa  a  pound.  They  immf* 
diatMy  ooma  to  the  conclusion  th«t 
the  wholeaalera  are  hoarding  it  or 
that  the  jam  factories  or  candy  fae« 
torlea  are  getting  it  all.

"The  reason  for  the  further  short- 
age is  that  the  refinery  Is  runiiing 
short  of  raw  material,  aqd  has  been 
diaappolnted  lii  two  ahipments.  One 
was  from  Fiji  and  the  other  from 
Peru,  l^oth  these  vessels,  bringing 
large  quantities  of  raw  material, 
should  have  been  In  Vancouver  by 
now,  but  the  one  from  PlJl  has  been 
prevented  from  sailing  owing  to  a 
marine  strike  in  Sydney,  and  the 
▼eaael  from  Peru  has  been  delayed  on 
aaeeunt^of  the  .. unprecedented  storms 
at  present  prevailing  there,-  and  until 
these  vessels  arrive  the  shortage  of 
sugar  will  not  only  continue  but  Will 
become  more  acute. 

"I  would  like  to  say  that  the  B.C. 
ReflnecT  has  done  and  is  doing  all 
that  la  humanly  poaalble  to  meet  the 
sttuaMOn,  and  is  distributing  wha\ 
sugar  It  has  In  a  fair  and  eqhltable 
manner. 

Warning  to  PubHc 

"I  would  also  Mke  to  aak  the  public 
not  to  get  panicky  over  the  atatement 
that  sugar  will  be  scarcer  than  ever 
In  October,  and  as  soon  as  a  little 
comes  In  t»^  atod  hog  all  they  can  get 
hold  of.  When  the  ahtpmenta  do  ar- 
rive from  Peru  and  FIJI,  and  the  re- 
flaery  beglnt  to^^aae  up  the^  situation. 
It  does  not  mean  that  everyone  will 
be  able  to  stock  themselves  up  with 
large  quanUtles.  It  wlli  only  mean 
an  easing  up  of  the  shortage,  but  It 
will  be  some  time  even  after  that  be- 
fore the  aituatk^n  will  be  normal,  and 
If  the  public  will  Jast  be  satisfied 
with  a  reasonable  supply,  everybody 
will  be  able' to  get  enough  so  aa  not 
to  feel  the  pinch." 

Kelly,  Douglas  *  Co.,  Ltd..  received 
a  shipment  of  lit  saoks  yesterday. 
This  was  leas  than  a  carload  con- 
signment, on  which  It  had  to  sacrifice 
the  freight.  The  company  did  this 
In  order  to  help  out  the  situation  and 
keep  Its  customers  supplied.  Mr.  H.

Board  of  Trade  Will  Ask 
Board  of  Commerce  to 
Probe  ]nta  Meat  and  Fish 
Situation  Here.     • 
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Are  meat  and  fish  prices  in  Vic- 
toria con^olled  by  a  combine?/ 

This  question  la  agitating  the 
council  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  Yes- 
terday Mr.  Beaumont  Bogga  brought 
In  a  report  on  behalf '  of  a  special 
committee  apiiolnted  to  look  Info'  the 
matter,  and  he  stated  that  "an  organ- 
ised combine  or  union"  Was  respon- 
sible for  the  maintenance  of  high 
prices. 

"  Combine'  ta  a  pretty  strong  word. 
Isn't  It?"  asked  Mr.  George  I.  War- 
ren, when  the  report  waa  read.  "The 
Beai'd  of  Trade  ought  to  ha.ve  proof 
t>efore  it  makes  statements  of  that 
kind." 

President  J.  O.  Cameron  and  other 
members  held  the  same  opinion. 

"The  reason  I  got  this  report  out," 
explained  Mr.  Boggs,  "was  that  this 
committee  had  been  referred  to  In  a 
slighting  manner.  It  seemed  aa 
though  no  one  was  wiUtn;;  to  act  on 
It.  That  was  unfair  to  the  whole 
community.  People  stopped  me  on 
the  street  and  told  me  something 
should  be  done.  Why  should  we 
have  to  hold  up  our  hands  help- 
lessly and  pay  high  prices,  say,  for 
salmon,  while  we  are  sending  out 
phdtographs  of  full  scowloads  of 
fish  taken  a  few  miles  from  the  har- 
bor?" 

"It  would  be  better  to  revise  the 
photographs  than  the  prices,"  sug- 
gested Mr.  J.  L.  Beckwith,  himself  a 
cannery    operator.       "It    is    l^ecoming

Mr.  Boggs*  ret>ort,  afler  etitllning 
the  local  altuatlou*'  fji  regards  the 
prices  of  meat  and  flsh,  went  on  to 
recoqimenil  that  the  Board  of  Com- 
merce conduct  an  Inveetlgation. 

Mr.  C.  T.  'Croes  qdest  loped  whether 
the  prices  quoted  were  of  any  value. 
Aa  attempt  had  been  made  to  com- 
pare Joeal  prlcee  with  theee  charged 
in  Seattle  and  Vancouver,  but  they 
had  been  secured  at  different-times. 

The  reference  to  "price  combine" 
was  ruled  out,  but  Mf.  Warren  held 
that  thf  Board  of  Commerce  should 
be  asked  to  Investigate  conditions 
here. 

"We  ought  to  be  very  aure  of  our 
ground  before  advertising  to  the 
world  that  the  cost  of  food  la  extor- 
tionate in  Victoria,"  cautioned  Mr. 
Beckwith.  "It  seems  that  these  fig- 
ures are  absolutely  unreliable." 

Secretary  F.  Elworthy  said  the 
prices  were  collected  practically  con- 
currently. 

"Wejil,  It  won't  do  any  harm  and 
It  may  do  lota  of  good  to  get  these 
things  Investigated,  especially  the 
prices  of  salmon  and  halibut,"  argued 
Mr.  Warren.

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VANCOUVER.  Sept.  30. — Can  a 
Cabinet  Minister  who  has  not  been 
admitted  to  the  Bar  act  as  Attorney- 
Oeneral?  Mr.  Justice  Gregory  ques- 
tioned Premier  Oliver's  right  to  sign 
a  "nolle  prosequi"  which  was  sub- 
mitted to  him  by  Mr.  Alex.  Hender- 
son. K.C.,  crown  prosecutor  at  the  as- 
sises. Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  signed  the 
document  while  acting  Attorney- 
General  in  the  absence  of  Hon.  J.  W. 
deB.  Farris,  but  as  Mr.  Farrls  has 
since  returned.  His  Lordship  sug- 
erested  that  It  would  not  be  dlfflcult 
to  rectify  the  matter  and  make  sure. 
Mr.  Henderson  stated  that  in  his  ex- 
perience the  point  had  never  arisen 
before.      Finally    His   Lordshio   said: 

"Well,  I  shall  take  no  objection.  I 
don't  know  anything  about  the  case." 

It  was  a  charge  of  fraud  against 
John  Drew  Austin,  and  the  acting 
Attorney-General  In  his  notice  to  the 
court  statedf  that  the  complainant  be- 
lieved tits  right  of  redress  was  in  the 
civil  rather  than  the  criminal  courts. 

The  Fall  Assizes  were  formally 
opened  with  the  swearing  of  the 
Grand  Jury.

WORK  ICH  PRMSEb 
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Battle  Scene  Paintings  by  Mrs. 
Mary  Riter  Hannilton,  Ar- 
rived From  France,  Enthu- 
siastically Extolled  by  Critic

Eleven  of  the  paintings  done  in 
France  by  M(jra.  Riter  Hamilton,  a  for- 
mer Victoria  arthit,  are  now  being 
shown  at  the  New  Westminster  Bxhl- 
bition. 

The  popular  appetite  for  pictures  of 
(he  ground  fought  over  by  the  Cana- 
dian corps  In  France  Is  still  unsatis- 
fied', writes  Pollough  Pogue,  the 
critic.  We  have  seen  many  such  pic- 
tures, all  Interesting  and  some  vivid, 
and  each  adding  a  little  to  the  accu- 
mulation of  impressions  of  the  war 
xone  that  all  have  gathered. 

The  most  remarkable  display  of  the 
kind  that  has  yet  been  present^  to 
the  Vancouver  public,  a  series  of 
twenty-six  oictures  painted  in  France 
this  year  by  Mary  Riter  Hamilton, 
will  be  on  view  here  shortly  under 
the  auspices  of  the  "Gold  Stripe." 
Karly  in  the  ^ear  this  Vancouver  art- 
ist, whose  work  in  the  past  few  years 
has  evoked  a  very  high  opinion  from 
those  who  have  seen  it,  was  commis- 
sioned by  the  "Gold  Stripe"  to  paint 
Canadian  baltletlclds  In  France  di- 
rectly from  nature.  The  first  series 
of  paintings  sent  home  by  Mrs.  Ham- 
lltoiv  have  Just  arrived  In  Vancouver. 

The  returned  soldiers,  to  whom  the 
scenes  transcribed  by  Mrs.  Hamilton 
are  only  too  familiar,  will  And  these 
pictures  truthful  records  of  the 
ground  in  which  they  burrowed  like 
animals  and  for  which  they  fought 
like  tigers.  But  to  the  Keneral  public 
who  have  not  seen  the  ruined  and  In- 
cinerated country,  which  was  swept 
for  years  by  shell  Are,  and  whose  im- 
pressions of  the  battlefields  have 
been  iformed  by  photographs  and 
magazine  Illustrations,  these  direct 
transcriptions  in  strong  color  will  be 
a  revelation. 

VImy  Ridge 

For  example,  everyone  has  seen 
photographs  of  Vlmy  Ridge,  has 
hear^  verbal  accounts  and  read  de- 
scriptions of  the  scene  of  the  battle 
which  shed  so  much  glory  on  the 
Canadla.n  corps.  But  Mrs.  Hamilton's 
robust  paintings  of  the  Ridge  from 
different  points  of  view  enable  us  to 
see  it  as  it  is.  In  these  paintings 
the  famous  ridge  is  so  intimately  de- 
picted that  we  see  its  form,  color  and 
all  its  cliaracteristics  Just  as  clearly 
as  if  it  were  before  our  eyes.  The 
vital  element  In  Mrs.  Hamilton's  art 
is  such  that,  having  seen  these  pic- 
tures, we  feel  that  we  know  what  the 
ridge  really  looks  like. 

All  the  26  paintings  make  the 
some  appeal  by  their  convincing  evi- 
dence of  direct  contact  with  the 
actual  terrain  delineated.  They  show 
us  what  is  the  aspect  of  the  trenches 
and  "No  Man's  L<and,"  what  shell- 
holes  are  like,  what  nature  is  llite 
after  years  of  regular  volcanic  treat- 
ment, and  the  actual  appearance  of 
the  slagheaps  and  blasted  ruins  that 
are  all  that  is  left  of  churches  and 
other  buildings  of  architectural  and 
historical  interest,  and  of  dwellings, 
shops  and  industrial  plants.  They 
vividly  present  to  us  ground  recently 
fought  over — buildings  and  trees 
shattered  by  shell  Are,  ol«!^  trenches 
with  their  borders  of  excavated 
chalk  traversing  the  hills,  old  wire 
and  the  remains  of  camouflage.  They 
show  the  first  beginnings  of  the  re- 
construction and  rehabilitation  going 
on  in  France. 

Soeiviis    of    Dcflolatlon 

The  artist  has  painted  a  good  deal 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Vlmy,  Arras. 
Lens  and  St.  Elol.  In  several  of  the 
pictures,  which  show  gaunt  wreck- 
age of  lacerated  buildings  In  Lens 
and  Arras,  and  in  some  views  of  the 
desolated  country  in  the  vicinity  of 
Vlmy  Ridge,  the  broken  houses,  the 
scarred  ground  and  ravaged  woods, 
give  an  Impression  of  almost  morbid 
silence  and  solitude.  You  feel,  when 
looking  at  the  pictufes,  that  the 
places  they  depict  will  remain  for- 
ever unredeemed,  that  they  will  never 
be  reclaimed,  but  must  always  re- 
main stark  iind  vacant  and  tumble- 
down, subverted,  destitute  and  untidy. 
But  the  pictures  do  not  all  depict 
scenes    of    drsvastatlon. 

Brighter  Colorw 

Many  of  the  landscapes,  colorful 
and  atmospheric,  painted  with  a  full 
brush  and  a  sure  touch, .  will  recall 
recollections  not  unpleasant.  In  the 
minds  pf  returned  eoldiers.  There  are 
sevaral  pictures  of  rest  camps,  Hun- 
lllumined  landscapes  with  blue  sky 
and  green  foliage,  with  invltlng-look- 
looking  btiildlngs,  and  the  atmos- 
phere of  country  scenes  that  have 
never  known  war.  In  several  paint- 
ings, particularly  some  Interidrs,  of 
Arras  Cathedral.  In  which  she  has 
realised  the  grandeur  and  dignity  still 
remaining.  In  the  massive  proportions 
of  shattered  walls  and  broken  col- 
umna  In  this  series  the  artist  has  en- 
deavored to  vivify  only  a  detail  of  the 
Canadian  front,  but  it  is  her  inten- 
tion to  show  us  what  other  sectors  of 
the  line  held  by  the  Canadians  Corps 
are  like.  It  is  expected  that  the 
Ypres  district  will  be  the  next  region 
to  be  depicted  by  Mrs.  Hamilton.

COOLIES  POUR 
INTO  VANCOUVER 


Tralnloads  Arrive  From  East- 
Empress  of  Japan  Taking 
Out  Full  load,  While  Char- 
lotte Bringing  Others  Here. 


VANCOUVER.  Sept.  30.  —  The 
waterfront  ia  being  deluged  with 
tralnloads  of  Chinese  coolies,  who 
are  arriving  intermittently  every  <ew 
hours  from  the  East.  There  have 
been  in  all  about  86,0U0  of  these  men 
in  France  during  the  last  two  years 
of  the  war,  performing  menial  work 
of  every  variety. 

A  few  tralnloads  came  In  on  Sun- 
day, two  yesterday,  and  there  are 
still  Ave  more  on  their  way  across  the 
continent.  The  Empreaa  of  Japan  is 
already  loaded  with  1.000  destined 
foi-  China.  The  remainder  are  being 
sent  to  the  quarantine  station  at  Wil- 
liam Head,  pending  some  means  of 
transportation  to  their  country.  The 
Princess  Charlotte  has  been  taken 
off  her  regular  run,  and  for  the  next 
two  or  three  days  will  continue  to 
transport  coolies  from  here  to  Van- 
couver Island.  Yesterday  morning 
she  left  at  11  o'clock  with  about  1,&0« 
aboard.  In  view  of  the  unusual 
crowding,  she  has  been  equipped  with 
extra  life-saving  apparatus. 

There  were  several  hundreds  for- 
ward and  aft  on  the  lower  deck  of 
the  Empress  of  Japan  as  she  lay 
moored  at  Pier  "A."  Considering  the 
fact  that  they  were  at  last  returning 
to  their  native  land  after  an  absence 
of  over  .tiYp  .  yeArs  or  more,  they 
seemed  not  a  bit  elated.

A  Seattle  coneem  has 
been  engaged  at  the  wreck  for  months  past,  and  should  bad  weather  hold  off  for 
a  abort  time  longer,  hopee  are  high,  apparently,  in  the  North  that  the  Sophia 
will  be  aaved.  It  Is  Just  a  year  mo  this  month  that  the  lll-tated  steamer  went 
to  the  bottom,  causing  the  loss  of  several  hundred  lives.  It  eeems  likely  now 
that  if  the  vessel  is  raised  this  year  it  will  be  within  a  day  or. two  of  the  actual 
anniversary  date.

No  anxiety  need  be  felt  about  the 
Federal  Government's  plans  concern- 
ing the  Esquimau  drydock,  Mr.  J.  C. 
Mcintosh,  M.P.,  has  wired  the  Board 
of  Trade.  Satisfactory  progress  ia 
being  made  with  the  preliminary  plans 
and  tenders  for  the  construction  of  the 
dock  will  be  called  for  about  the 
middle  of  the  month,  Mr.  Mcintosh 
states. 

Following  Is  the  text  of  his  tele- 
gram: 

"Much  necessary  preliminary  woric 
preparatory  to  calling  for  tenders  on 
construction  of  new  drydock  at  Es- 
quimau being  rushed  with  all  pos- 
sible speed  by  Department  of  PupUo 
Works  both  here  and  at  Esquimau.. 
Alternative  sites  at  base  of  Signal 
Hill  and  at  Skinner's  Cove  had  atoo  to 
be  examined,  surveyed,  borings  taken 
and  soundings  made  so  that  best  pos- 
sible conditions  necessary  for  work  of 
such  magnitude  should  be  secured  and 
possibility  of  error  or  mistake  avoided. 

"I  left  home  for  Ottawa  one  week 
before  opening  of  session  with  pur- 
pose of  accelerating  this  work  and. 
avoiding  unnecessary  delay,  and  no 
delay  has  occurred  and  whole  project 
is  moving  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

"Plans  will  likely  be  completed  and 
tenders  called  for  construction  of  dry- 
dock  and  contract  let  about  middle  or 
latter  end  of  October.  No  anxiety  need 
be  felt  and  citisens  should  have  pa- 
tience and  their  faith  in  Esquimau's 
future  will  be  amply  Justified  by 
events. 

"Applications  by  Vancouver  Interest 
under  Subsidy  Act  do  not  conflict  with 
our  programme,  and  haa  my  approval, 
as  it  all  means  for  the  prosperity  of 
British  Columbia  and  the  whole  of

U.  S.  Shipping  Board  Conceded 
Demands  of  Shipyard  Men, 
But  Thousands  Were  to 
Quit  at  'Midnight.

EDMONTON.  Sept.  30. — With  but 
two  exceptions,  retailers  in  E(\mon- 
ton  have  disregarded  the  order  oflhe 
Board  of  Commercs  that  the  retail 
profit  on  sugar  shall  l>e  limited  in  all 
eases  to  one  cent  a  pound,  based  on 
last  ll.'«ted  price  at  the  refttiery  plus 
freight  charges,  according  to  infor- 
mation presented  to  the  special  board 
inquiring  into  the  sugar  shortage  In 
this  city. 

S.  W.  Field,  local  representative  of 
the  Board  of  Commerce,  began  hla 
Investigations  into  the  high  Cost  of 
living    this    morning. 

Only  one  case  of  "profiteering" 
was  charged,  where  sugar  was  sold 
at  20  cents  a  ^ound  last  week  to 
chance  customers,  and  at  two  pounds 
for    35    cents    to    regular    eusfomers. 

Between  four  and  four  and  a  half 
tons  of  sugar  Is  In  storage  in  Kd- 
monton.  and  is  held  by  the  B.C.  fte- 
flning  Co.,  ^ho  will  not  release  it. 
as  they  are  saving  It  for  their  coun- 
try customers,  according  to  evidence 
given  by  L.  L.  Stevens,  manager  of 
the  grocery  department  of  James 
namsey.   Ltd. 

ileflnerles  will  ship  only  to  whKle- 
salio  grocers  who  are  listed  with 
them.  Gross  profits  made  by  the 
retailers  in  Edmonton  during  the  past 
summer  have  averaged  three  cents 
a  pound,  according  to  evidence  sub- 
mitted. 

REGl.VA.  Sask.,  Sept.  30. — A  dozen 
dealers  engaged  in  handling  .sugar, 
several  confectioners  and  one  retailer 
gave  evidence  today  before  the  Board 
of  Commerce  here.  Unanimity  fea- 
tured the  evidence.  There  was  no 
hoarding  of  sugar,  everybody  said, 
and  the  profits  allowed  to  the  whole- 
salers and  the  rstallffs  were  less  than 
the  cost  oi  dolni  basin^ss.  II.  G. 
Smith  stated  that  his  costs  were  9 
per  cent,  and  he  was^  allowed  only 
five  PT  cent.  Can»eroh  ft  Heap's 
manager  claimed  8  per  cent  as  hla 
coat  Of  doing  business,  and  also 
wanted  the  sUgar  profit  set  at  seven 
per  cent.  Both  thought  thit  retailers 
lost  money  on  handling  sugar 
cent  3.   poiind   profit.

from  189T  to  1»00;  H.  L."  won  It  five 
times,  from  1002  to  190«.  Moreover, 
but  for  ono  break  (in  1902)  the 
brothers  held  the  doi^bles  champion- 
ship from  1897  to  1905.  They  did  not 
make  lawn  tennis,  but  they  revived 
It.  When  they  took  up  the  ggtne  It 
had  lost  nomathlhg  of  its  eacllef-  popu- 
larity; when  their  hegemony  ended 
lawn  tennis  had  become  an  Interna- 
tional game.  It  was  played  tfvery- 
where,  and  everywhere  drew  Im- 
mense crowds  of  spectators.  Mnch  of 
the  present  popularity  of  the  game 
miist  be  attribated  to  the  brothers.  In 
the  case  of  their  style  and  the  variety 
of  their  strokes  they  revealed  Its  po- 
tentialities, and  tf  these  have  been 
further  developed  since  their  time.  It 
was  they  who  showed  the  way.  It  is 
not  necessary  to  enumerate  H.  L. 
Doherty's  many  minor  triumphs,  they 
fell  te  hlia  autontatlcally  as  eham- 
plon;  init  his  succssa  acalnht  players 
who  were  not  Rnglish  cannot  be  pass- 
eA  over  at  a  time  when  svocess  no 
lonirer  attends  us.  He  played  in  the 
Davis  Cup  competition  in  tha  tour 
years  1903-1900,  wlthotlt  losing  a 
match.
